There are certain facets of 
today's world that you 
have absolutely no control 
over ... the price of elec- 
tricity, the price of food, 
the price of gasoline. Like 
taxes and death, rising 
costs appear to be inevita- 
ble.

You will receive a map and computer input card with your 
paycheck next week. Through a new program designed by 
Cast Activities in cooperation with our Management Infor- 
mation Systems Department, you now have one of Walt 
Disney World Co.'s powerful computers ready to assist you in 
finding friends and neighbors to join you in a carpool. 

Here's how the system works ... you locate your home on 
the map. It will fall inside a grid made up of red lines, ex- 
tending both vertical and horizontal. First read up and get the 
letter in your grid, then to the left for your grid number. 

For example, if you live near the intersection of South 
Orange Blossom Trail (U.S. 441) and Oak Ridge Road, then 
your coordinates will be “E-15." You print these coordinates 
on the blue computer card, along with the other data re- 
quested ... your name, social security number, company 
origin, and signature. (Your company origin is on the face of 
your time card, or ask your supervisor.) 

Then send only the blue computer card through inter-office 
mail to Cast Activities and we'll do the rest! 

The computer will sort through all the cards, and group 
everyone living inside square mile sectors through Central 
Florida. For those employees living outside the boundaries of 
the map, the computer will group by ZIP code. 

These groupings will then be supplied to the Transporta-

tion Coordinators in each division. The reports will be 
updated on a monthly basis, to insure current names and 
addresses. 

All you need to do is check with your division transporta- 
tion coordinator or Cast Activities for a list of fellow cast 
mémbers living in and around you and set up a carpool. 

If you are already in a carpool, we suggest you enter the 
system as well. You may find additional riders to lower your 
ride sharing costs even more, or a substitute rider when one 
of your regular riders goes on vacation! 

There's no cost or hassle to enter your name, so all cast 
members are urged to fill out the card and begin cutting those 
transportation costs by half or more!
